Probably the most controversial subject this year 
in Thornton has been the complete reassessment of all 
property. There appears to be no good reason for con- 
tinued low assessments and according to law and logic, 
assessments should be made as near as possible at a 
level with today’s market prices. The assessed gross 
valuation of the town for 1958 was $1,888,435.00 com- 
pared to $931,808.00 for 1957, which resulted in a much 
lower tax rate. However, the amount raised by the 
town people for all expenses was somewhat higher in 
1958 than 1957 resulting in a heavier tax load for ev- 
eryone. Remember — You spend the money — the Se- 
lectmen try to distribute the cost proportionately. As 
long as more money is raised each year by the people 
your tax bill will be greater — no matter whether the 
assessment is made at 100%, or 45%, or 25%, of true 
value. 


Of course, the services any town must provide 
have necessarily changed with the way people live, and 
costs have increased accordingly. By eliminating the 
services which are not absolutely necessary your taxes 
will be kept at a minimum. Look over the budget — 
discuss it with your neighbors — and perhaps you can 
come up with a-lower tax bill for all of us. 


There have been numerous Inquiries as to why 
the new hydrants have not been installed near the 
Campton line on Mad River Street. There has been 
some difficulty in obtaining rates for these installa- 
tions from the Public Utilities, consequently the pro- 
ject has been stalled. However, the hydrants are need- 
ed, and should not be delayed any longer. The rates 
will probably be somewhat higher than originally ex- 
pected —- how much remains to be seen. The hydrants 
are supposed to be installed as soon as possible after 
the ground thaws.

TOWN ROADS 


TRA money for 1957 and 1958 was spent this year 
in Mill Brook. The road was widened and paved as far 
as the road leading to the Steele farm under the super- 
vision of the State’s District Engineer of Littleton. 
Charles Kimball consented to removal of some large 
trees and gravel for the base was obtained on the job 
through the courtesy of Charlie, which amounted to a 
considerable saving. The cooperation of everyone and 
the patience of the people living there, who have wait- 
ed so long for the job to be done, is greatly appreciated. 


We asked the State Bridge Engineer to inspect the 
West Thornton bridge. Their report was quite encour- 
aging in comparison to what we expected. The most 
serious problem is the deterioration of the support 
irons on the piers and abutments which has allowed 
the bridge to settle and also become unanchored. This 
calls for a very necessary repair job this spring as 
soon as weather permits. We have not been able to ob- 
tain the service of the state repair department and 
so the job is open to anyone interested. A number of 
bolts had become loosened in the overhead structure 
which were replaced by Clayton and Spencer Ham. 


Winter care of the roads seems to be more expen- 
Sive each year. Clayton Ham purchased a second truck 
for plowing and many words of praise have been re- 
ceived on the job he has been doing. It seems to work 
better for everyone now as it took so long for one 
truck to get around before. The people are fortunate 
to have so much good highway equipment available 
and without any of the town’s money invested. John 
Rivers continues to do the plowing on the Mad River 
end and Bert Benton handles all the sanding. 
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This year the town experimented with using 
chemical to subdue brush growth along the highways. 
This was not too pleasing to the eye, but a considerable 
saving when it came to mowing. This seems to be true 
in all parts of the country where this system is used, 
but with the increasing difficulty to find hand labor 
for mowing it continues to be practical. We plan to 
use more spray this year and will be glad to cooperate 
with anyone who objects to spraying on his property 
if we are notified previously. 


The town purchased 4284 gallons of tar at a cost 
o£ $615.07 plus some additional tarpatch from Camp- 
ton Sand & Gravel Co. About 2500 gallons were used to 
resurface the old section of Mill Brook and the balance 
was used for patching.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


TO THE THORNTON SCHOOL BOARD 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your Su- 
perintendent of Schools: 


There have been no staff changes in the Thornton 
Elementary School since last year, although as I men- 
tioned in the previous report, Mrs. Thompson will re- 
tire in June and a replacement will be needed. I am 
already making contacts concerning this matter. 


I feel in this report, I should call to your attention 
’ the fact that if our school continues to grow, the time 
may not be too far distant when it may be necessary 
to employ a fourth teacher. Our pupil enrollment this 
year will number nearly ninety pupils and with a small 
graduating class and a large entering one it would not 
be surprising in a year or so, to find our school enroll- 
ment up beyond a hundred pupils. As the number of 
pupils approaches a hundred the division of these pu- 
pils into three groups makes almost too many in a mul- 
ti-grade room for a teacher to do an efficient job. 


At this writing, your school is better equipped 
with modern text books than it has been since I have 
been with you. With the money you appropriated last 
year each child now has a modern, up-to-date science 
book and these books are being used regularly. The 
one area where books need to be replaced now is in 
spelling. The present books are of a 1943 edition and 
there are a number of spelling series on the market 
today that are far superior. I expect to start replacing 
some of them next year. We also need a few supple- 
mentary readers, especially in the lower levels, and 
these also I expect to obtain if the recommended bud- 
get is adopted. 


I am very pleased as I know you are, with the 
success of your Hot Lunch Program. It seems to me 
at this time, that it has been clearly demonstrated 
that it is an unqualified success. The question has 
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arisen jas to how long this year it is planned! to con- 
tinue. Of course, it is a matter for the voters and 
School Board to decide but I am recommending that 
as long as the number of pupils eating at the school 
remains anywhere near as great as it is now, that it 
not be discontinued. I feel it should be operated at 
least until April vacation and then if the number does 
not decrease to any extent, to offer it through May 
and possibly to the end of school. 


As a future matter of interest, perhaps you should 
know that Plymouth is completing a new $130,000.00 
Vocational Building which will be completed and ready 
for occupancy in September. Plymouth has felt for 
some time that we are not able, through our present 
facilities, to fully meet the needs of boys and girls who 
do not go on to college. At this writing it is not definite 
as to exactly what courses will be offered but in. addi- 
tion to the present Manual Arts program, Auto Me- 
chanics, Sheet Metal Work, Agriculture, Wood Work- 
ing, Cabinet Making and Metal Lathe Work are some 
of the courses that might be offered to boys. Girls 
might be offered courses in Sewing, beginning and ad- 
vanced, Home Making, Commercial Cooking and Bak- 
ing, Consumer Buying, etc. A survey will be taken 
shortly and on the results of it courses for next year 
will be organized, where possible. 


I have enjoyed working with you during the past 
year and I would like to again remind you that I am 
always available to help with problems concerning ed- 
ucation.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENTS SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1958 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that school district an- 
nual reports show the total amount paid to the super- 
intendent of schools as per the following quotation: 
“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a supervisory 
union shall annually prepare a report showing the to- 
tal salary paid to the superintendent, which report 
shall show in detail the amount derived from the per 
capita tax and the amount paid directly by each school 
_ district in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is 
prorated among the several school districts of the 
union on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is 
prorated on the basis of average daily membership in 
the schools for the previous school year ending June 
30th. The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 
48 during 1957-58 received a salary of $6,550 which 
was made up as follows: $2,500 paid from the per 
capita tax and $4,050 prorated among the several 
school districts. Allowance of $900 for travel within 
the union was also prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district.

Although the students have had increased lis- 
tening experiences mainly through the use of borrowed 
records and record players, progress is extremely slow 
because the classroom teachers have access to only a 
very few records in the building. In order to know and 
increase understanding of good music, one must listen;
